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THE AMERICAN FLAG. 
On June 14. 1 777, the continental 
Co ng ress adopted the following reso­ 
lutio n: ‘‘That the flag of the United 
States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white; that the union be thir­ 
teen stars, white on a blue field, rep­ 
resenting a new constellation." In a 
sense the flag's form was established 
by legislation: in another, it was like 
the union of the colonies itself, a 
g ro wth. Its adoption was not offi­ 
cially promulgated until September 
3 , 17 7 7 ; its first appearance in bat­ 
tle was at the Brandywine on Sep­ 
tember 11, 1777; its first display on 
foreign soil was on one of the Baha­ 
ma islands on June 28, 1 b < 8; its first 
use o n a naval vessel .was on the Ran­ 
g er, commanded by John Paul Jones 
In April, 1818, the present form was 
adopted, the thirteen stars of the 
blue field giving place to one star for 
ea ch state in the union at that time 
with the provision that on July 
4 fol 
lo wing the admission of a new state 
to the union a new star should be ad 
ded to the constellation. 
Tha t in brief is the history of the 
flag, hut the thoughts wander fast 
when the nation sets aside 
a special 


\ 


day of celebration of 
the 
glorious 
achievements which it has witnessed 
since that June day in the old Quaker 
town one hundred and twenty-nine 
years ago, when the representatives 
of the rebellious colonies, not yet rec­ 
ognized as Independent, chose a stan­ 
dard which should declare the sov­ 
ereignty of the United 
States 
of 
America whenever it should float to 
the breeze. 
Flying in triumph at 
Yorktown 
hen the weary troops of Cornwallis 
marched forth to surrender to the 
tune "The World’s Turned Upside 
Down;" gleaming in the morning’s 
first beam at Fort McHenry to give 
inspiration to the immortal words of 
Francis Scott Key; 
realizing 
the 
prophecy of Joseph Rodman Drake, 
when Freemont "set the stars of 
glory" upon the mountain 
height; 
waving over the hails of the Monte- 
zumas; lowered at Fort Sumpter to 
arouse millions to strife; 
sending 
forth a messaee of peace and reun­ 
ion at Appomattox: bidding defiance 
to England, France. Snain and Mex­ 
ico; followed by its champions in 
Canada and on the Lyberian desert; 
the inspiration of the soldier living; 
his shroud when dead; this flag con­ 
tains in its folds the history of a 
nation, the record of 
humiliation, 
pride and glory for more than a cen­ 
tury. 
Tradition states 
that
